1.  — We  beg  to  present  to  the  County  and  City  Councils 
our  Annual  Report  on  the  management  of  the  Asylum  for 
the  year  ending  31st  March  1913. 

2.  — At  the  end  of  the  year  in  question,  our  Chairman 
(Mr.  John  Brinton),  on  the  recommendation  of  his  Medical 
adviser,  did  not  seek  re-election  on  the  County  Council,  and 
his  membership  of  this  Committee,  of  which  he  had  been  a 
Member  for  37  years  and  during  the  latter  16  years  Chairman, 
ceased  automatically. 

We  desire  to  express  our  sincere  regret  at  his  departure 
from  public  life  and  tender  him  our  best  thanks  for  his  past 
services  to  the  Asylum. 

To  succeed  him  as  Chairman  we  have  appointed  the 
Rev.  Canon  Coventry,  who  has  been  Vice-Chairman  since 
1897.  Mr.  A.  J.  Grove  has  been  elected  on  the  Committee 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Brinton. 
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3.— Dr.  Braine-Hartnell  and  the  other  Members  of  the 
Staff  continue  to  discharge  their  duties  to  our  satisfaction. 
The  post  of  3rd  Assistant  Medical  Officer  is  now  filled  by 
Dr.  Wisely,  whom  we  appointed  in  the  place  of  Dr.  Simpson. 


4. — The  usual  Monthly  Meetings  of  the  Committee  of 
Visitors  and  of  the  House  Committee  (12  of  the  former  and 
6  of  the  latter)  were  held.

5. — In  the  month  of  April,  1912,  we  entered  into  a  Contract 
with  the  Birmingham  Asylums  Committee  for  reception  of 
40  Male  and  40  Female  Patients  from  their  Asylum  at  14/- 
per  head  per  week.  We  have  also  extended  the  Contract 
with  the  Committee  of  Hereford  Asylum  for  a  further  period 
of  3  years.

8.  — We  have  granted  to  Wm.  Tomkinson  a  Pension  of 
£22  7s.  Od.  per  annum  under  the  Asylums  Officers’  Super¬ 
annuation  Act. 

9.  — Two  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum 
on  the  15th  June,  1912. 

10.  — We  have  had  under  consideration  the  question  of 
the  treatment  of  Phthisis  and  are  about  to  expend  a  sum  of 
about  £240  in  the  erection  of  a  Verandah  at  the  Asylum  in 
accordance  with  Plans  prepared  by  Hr.  A.  V.  Rowe.

CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


Worcester  County  and  City  Asylum,  Powick. 

March  29th,  1913. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors . 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Tenth  Annual 
Report. 

The  Sunday  and  Daily  Services  have  been  continued  as 
usual.  The  Sunday  Morning  and  Afternoon  Services  are 
fully  choral.  The  Chapel  seats  just  under  700  Patients. 
The  average  attendance  at  the  Sunday  Services  being  returned 
as  526,  and  at  the  Daily  Services  as  151.  The  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  has  been  celebrated  practically  every  other  Sunday. 
The  attendance  at  the  Easter  Communion  numbered — 
Staff,  80  ;  Patients,  48  ;  Total,  128. 

The  quiet  stillness  observed  during  the  prayers  and 
sermons  is  a  marked  feature  of  these  Services,  and  the  requests 
for  favourite  hymns  as  well  as  the  frequent  references  made  to 
the  Services  give  clear  indication  that  they  are  a  source  of 
help  and  comfort. 

At  the  Wednesday  Services  in  Lent  sermons  were  preached 
by  the  Rev.  R.  Roden,  of  Worcester,  Rev.  T.  Evans  (Leigh 
Sinton),  Rev.  H.  Jones  (Guarlford),  Rev.  A.  Manley  (Leigh), 
and  Rev.  T.  Davies  (Peopleton). 

We  had  a  most  cheerful  Harvest  Festival  on  Sunday, 
October  22nd,  when  the  Chapel  was  tastefully  decorated  for 
the  occasion.  The  preacher  was  the  Rev.  Canon  Coventry. 
We  cannot  feel  too  grateful  to  him  for  his  kind  help  and  the 
ready  way  in  which  he  accepted  our  invitation,  although  on 
that  same  day  he  was  engaged  with  his  own  Church  Services. 
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Our  Choir  have  given  us  invaluable  help  in  making  the 
Services  bright,  and  they  have  given  their  help  ungrudgingly 
and  gratuitously.  It  would  be  a  great  satisfaction  if  some 
little  recognition  could  be  made  to  them,  as  is  sometimes 
made  in  similar  institutions.  I  cannot  leave  this  subject 
without  a  special  word  of  the  loss  to  us  caused  by  the  death 
of  a  Patient,  who  for  many  years  played  the  organ  at  our 
Wednesday  Services.  His  musical  abilities  were  more  than 
the  ordinary,  and  he  had  cultivated  them  to  such  a  fine  point 
that  he  became  a  most  successful  exponent  of  the  art.  We 
have  been  exceedingly  fortunate  in  quickly  solving  the  problem 
of  a  successor,  as  Organists  are  not  always  easily  to  be  obtained. 
Mr.  Walter  Longden  (Assistant  Clerk),  has  with  the  kind 
permission  of  the  Superintendent,  undertaken  the  duties. 

I  have  continued  daily  the  pastoral  visitation  of  the 
Wards  and  Hospitals,  and  do  all  I  can  to  make  my  people 
all  the  better  for  their  conversations  with  me.  And  as  regards 
our  discharged  Patients,  I  am  frequently  assured  of  the  helping 
hand  extended  to  them  by  their  respective  Ministers. 

The  number  of  interments  in  our  Cemetery  has  been  45 
for  the  12  months. 

The  Library  is  in  daily  use,  and  is  still  a  great  source  of 
interest  to  the  Patients  and  others  connected  with  the  Insti¬ 
tution.  The  total  issue  of  books  amounted  to  803  volumes. 
The  proportion  of  missing  and  damaged  books  is  small, 
especially  when  the  class  of  reader  is  considered. 

Our  Cricket  season  was  successful.  Much  interest  and 
pleasure  were  provided  by  the  14  matches  we  played  with 
the  local  teams  around. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Superintendent  and  his 
Staff  for  the  many  indications  of  sympathy  and  support 
given  me  in  my  work.

ROMAN  CATHOLIC  CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


Stanbrook  Presbytery, 

Near  Worcester. 

March  31st,  1913. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  for  the 
past  year. 

The  conduct  of  the  Patients  during  the  Services  and  at 
other  times,  when  I  have  had  occasion  to  hold  intercourse 
with  them,  has  been  in  general  satisfactory. 

On  Sundays  Service  has  been  held  at  11.45,  lasting 
half-an-hour,  and  consisting  of  prayers  and  an  instruction. 
There  are  generally  about  20  Patients  present. 

On  one  Sunday  in  the  month — usually  the  third  Sunday — - 
Mass  has  been  said  at  8  o’clock  instead  of  the  ordinary  service. 
Two  or  three  times  a  year  during  the  principal  Festivals,  such 
Patients  as  were  found  fit,  were  admitted  to  Holy  Communion 
after  due  preparation. 

Each  week,  with  few  exceptions,  the  Male  and  Female 
Patients  have  been  alternately  visited.  The  sick  have  re¬ 
ceived  special  attention,  and  suitable  advice  and  encourage¬ 
ment  offered  them. 

On  receiving  notice,  I  have  administered  the  Last  Sacra¬ 
ments  to  those  who  were  dangerously  ill  and  prepared  them 
for  death. 

In  conclusion  I  beg  to  offer  to  the  Medical  Superintendent, 
the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  and  the  other  officials  my 
sincere  thanks  for  their  courtesy  and  assistance  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  my  duties.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY. 


Worcester  County  Asylum, 

Powick. 

June  15th,  1912. 

We  have  to-day  paid  the  annual  visit  of  inspection  to 
this  Asylum,  and  can  report  that  we  have  found  it  throughout 
in  very  good  order.  The  Wards  are  very  well  kept  and  are 
generously  provided  with  objects  to  amuse  and  distract  the 
Patients,  but  there  are  some  Wards  in  which,  with  advantage, 
open  bookcases  might  be  placed.  The  beds  and  bedding 
were  without  exception  clean,  and  the  Patients,  who  were 
very  quiet  and  orderly,  were  neat  in  person  and  properly 
clothed.  We  saw  all  the  inmates  and  from  none  did  we 
receive  any  complaint  as  to  their  treatment  or  surroundings, 
though  we  spoke  to  many  of  them  and  endeavoured  as  far 
as  possible  to  induce  them  to  enter  into  conversation. 
The  airing  court  of  F  5  might  we  think  be  rendered  more 
attractive  on  the  same  lines  as  the  corresponding  court  on 
the  Male  side,  and  the  airing  court  of  the  Male  annexe  is  not 
as  tidy  as  it  might  be,  otherwise  the  courts  are  in  excellent 
order  and  have  evidently  much  attention  bestowed  on  them. 
Female  5  Ward  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  painters,  a  calender 
of  the  latest  type  has  been  added  to  the  Laundry,  and  a  railing 
fixed  around  the  ironing  stove.  No  other  matters  calling  for 
attention  have  been  dealt  with  since  the  last  visit  of  our 
colleagues.  We  think  it  would  be  good  were  tins  with  tightly 
fitting  covers  provided  for  the  wax  and  turpentine  mixture 
used  for  polishing  the  floors. 

Since  November  20th,  1911,  147  Patients  have  been 
admitted  and  81  have  been  discharged  or  removed,  26  on 
recovery,  and  51  have  died.  There  are  on  the  Statutory 
books  the  names  of  470  Males  and  572  Females,  in  all  1,042, 
of  whom  26  are  private  Patients,  and  there  are  179  out-Countv 
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Patients  chargeable  to  Hereford  Asylum,  Montgomery  and 
Birmingham.  There  are  3  Patients  out  on  trial,  leaving 
1,039  in  residence  and  seen  by  us.  There  are  according  to 
the  returns  furnished  to  us  vacancies  for  63  Males  and  58 
Females.  The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is  for 
home  Patients  8/9,  for  out-County  Patients  13/5,  and  14/- 
and  for  Private  Patients  from  10/-  to  15/-. 

We  saw  dinner  in  the  Wards  to-day  and  thought  it  good 
and  well  served.  The  workers’  dinner  consisted  of  roast  beef 
with  potatoes,  bread  and  cheese,  the  others  receiving  well 
seasoned  pea  soup,  with  pieces  of  meat  in  it  and  bread. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  mechanical  restraint,  but  13 
Patients  have  been  secluded  on  16  occasions  for  14|-  hours 
in  all. 

The  good  proportion  of  52  per  cent,  and  51  per  cent, 
usually  attend  the  Sunday  Church  of  England  Morning  and 
Afternoon  Services.  For  those  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith, 
of  whom  there  are  53,  there  is  a  Sunday  Service  and  Mass  is 
said  monthly.  The  weekly  entertainments  are  generally 
attended  by  47  per  cent,  of  the  Patients,  46  per  cent,  are 
taken  for  walks  every  week  beyond  the  Asylum  Estate,  but 
the  same  percentage— a  high  one — are  not  usually  taken 
beyond  the  Wards  and  Airing  Courts.  Sixty-four  per  cent, 
are  on  an  average  engaged  in  some  employment  daily  during 
the  year,  of  whom  117  are  at  work  on  the  farms  and  gardens 
and  55  in  the  Laundry. 

There  is  a  staff  of  Attendants  and  Nurses  for  day  duty 
in  the  proportion  of  one  to  every  10*2  Patients,  and  the  record 
of  service,  especially  amongst  the  former  is  very  good,  there 
being  73  per  cent,  of  the  Attendants  who  have  over  five  years 
service,  and  but  14  per  cent,  with  less  than  a  year’s  service, 
whilst  among  the  Nurses  the  proportions  are  38  per  cent, 
and  18  per  cent,  respectively. 

The  causes  of  death  in  the  28  Males  and  23  Females 
who  have  died  during  the  period  under  review,  have  all  been 
natural  except  in  the  case  of  one  aged  Female  Patient,  who 
was  the  subject  of  heart  disease,  and  in  whom  death  was 
believed  to  have  been  accelerated  by  shock  due  to  bruises, 
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caused  partly  by  a  fall  out  of  bed  and  partly  by  the  necessary 
force  used  to  control  her  during  great  resistiveness.  The 
Coroner  held  an  inquest  in  this  case,  the  circumstances  were 
reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time,  and  the  verdict  of  the  Jury 
fully  exculpated  the  Asylum  Staff  from  any  blame. 

Phthisis  was  the  assigned  cause  of  death  in  25  per  cent, 
of  the  Male  deaths,  contrasting  with  only  9  per  cent,  of  the 
Females,  and  an  examination  of  the  post-mortem  record 
shews  that  no  less  than  35  per  cent,  of  the  Male  cases  coming 
to  autopsy  presented  evidence  of  active  tuberculosis.  We 
would  again  commend  the  suggestion  of  our  colleagues  made 
last  year  that  the  Committee  of  Visitors  should  consider  the 
question  of  the  provision  of  a  Verandah  on  each  side  of  the 
Asylum,  where  such  cases  and  others  that  would  benefit 
thereby  might  be  treated  in  the  open  air.  There  was  no 
instance  of  a  bedsore  present  at  death,  nor  did  this  complication 
exist  in  any  of  the  11  Male  and  14  Female  Patients  whom  we 
found  in  bed,  which  speaks  well  for  the  skill  of  the  nursing 
staff. 

Except  for  the  fact  that  a  rather  large  proportion  of  the 
Patients  manifest  evidence  of  senility,  the  general  health  is 
good.  There  have  been  2  cases  of  Erysipelas  and  3  of  Dysent¬ 
ery.  The  serious  but  non-fatal  casualities  have  been  five, 
and  consist  of  a  fractured  hip,  shoulder,  finger  and  two  in¬ 
stances  in  which  the  nose  was  fractured.  Three  of  these  were 
due  to  struggles  with  other  Patients,  while  two  were  sustained 
by  accidental  falls.  From  the  returns  made  to  us  it  appears 
that  15*5  per  cent,  of  the  Patients  are  epileptic,  while  with 
respect  to  general  paralysis  there  were  at  the  end  of  last  year 
only  one  Female  and  four  Male  examples  of  that  disease  in 
the  Asylum. 

The  medical  registers  and  case  books  are  carefully  written 
up  to  date  and  the  entries  in  the  latter  were  adequately 
descriptive. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Braine-Hartnell  on  leave,  we 
received  all  possible  assistance  from  Dr.  Fenton.

These  figures  include  the  sum  of  £1,245  Is.  3d.  transferred 
from  the  Maintenance  Account  to  the  Building  and  Repairs 
Fund  Account,  and  vice  versa. 


I  noticed  that  several  accounts  were  subject  to  5  per  cent, 
discount  if  paid  within  a  certain  period,  and  that  the  same 
was  lost  on  account  of  this  not  being  done. 

At  present,  accounts  are  paid  quarterly.  It  would  appear 
that  a  considerable  saving  might  be  effected  if  monthly 
payments  were  made. 
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Tithes  amounting  to  £52  9s.  5d.  should  be  redeemed, 
and  I  refer  you  to  Section  27  of  the  Tithe  Commutation  Act, 
1878. 

The  Clerk  to  the  Visiting  Committee  has  power  to  draw 
cheques  for  payment  of  accounts  which  have  to  be  paid 
between  the  Quarterly  Meetings,  chiefly  for  live  stock.  There 
is  no  fidelity  bond  covering  him,  and  I  suggest  that  if  the 
practice  is  to  continue,  one  should  be  taken  out.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Report  for  the  Year 
ending  March  31st,  1913.  The  Statistical  Tables  are  for  the 
Year  ending  December  31st,  1912.  The  Financial  Statement 
is  appended  for  the  Year  ending  March  31st,  1913.  This 
awaits  Audit.

The  average  daily  number  resident  was  466  males,  566 
females,  total  1,032. 

The  total  number  of  cases  under  treatment  was  572  males 
644  females,  total  1,216. 
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Admissions. — One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  males  and 
110  females,  total  248,  were  admitted  during  the  year.  Of 
these  admissions,  63  males  and  62  females,  total  125,  were 
direct  admissions.  Seventy-five  males  and  47  females,  total 
122,  were  transferred  from  other  Asylums. 

History  of  a  previous  attack  was  noted  in  15-2  per  cent, 
of  the  direct  admissions. 

Of  the  total  number  of  admissions  8  males  and  9  females, 
total  17,  had  been  here  before,  being  at  the  rate  of  6-8  per  cent. 

One  male  Patient  was  admitted  with  a  fractured  arm. 

One  female  patient  had  an  old  dislocation  of  the  shoulder  on 
admission. 

During  April  and  May,  28  males  and  19  females  were 
received  under  contract  from  Birmingham,  making  the  full 
number  of  40  males  and  40  females  as  agreed. 

In  September,  16  males  and  2  females  were  received  from 
Barnsley  Hall  Asylum. 

The  chief  causes  assigned  in  the  direct  admissions  were

Discharges. — Twenty-four  males  and  21  females,  total 
45,  have  been  discharged  during  the  year.  Sixteen  males  and 
15  females,  total  31,  were  discharged  “  recovered,”  being  at 
the  rate  of  25-4  per  cent,  for  males  and  24T9  per  cent,  for  the 
females,  total  24-8  per  cent,  on  the  direct  admissions. 

Deaths. — Fifty-four  males  and  38  females,  total  92,  have 
died  during  the  year,  being  at  the  rate  of  1T58  per  cent,  for 
the  males  and  6-71  per  cent,  for  the  females,  total  8-91  per 
cent,  on  the  daily  average  number  resident.

Private  Patients. — On  January  1st  there  were  25  in 
residence.  Eleven  were  admitted  or  transferred  from  the 
pauper  class.  Twelve  were  discharged  or  died,  leaving  on 
December  31st,  1912,  12  males  and  12  females,  total  24,  a 
decrease  of  one. 

No  criminal  patient  was  admitted.  One  whose  sentence 
had  expired  was  certified  and  detained  as  a  pauper.  There 
remained  2  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Accidents. — Nine  accidents,  which  as  they  occurred, 
were  reported  to  your  Committee  during  the  year.  Fractures 
— one  of  the  hip,  one  of  the  wrist,  one  of  the  elbow-joint,  one 
doubtful  of  the  skull.  Two  dislocations  of  the  shoulder,  one 
of  a  finger,  and  one  crushed  finger.  All  these  were  caused 
accidentally  or  by  the  violence  of  other  patients. 

Escapes. — -Two  male  patients,  who  were  allowed  “  parole” 
escaped,  and  not  being  recaptured  were  discharged.  One 
male  patient  escaped  but  was  recaptured  in  20  minutes. 

Health. — Four  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred  in 
August,  all  in  male  patients  in  the  same  Ward  ;  one  unfortun¬ 
ately  died.  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
consulted,  but  no  cause  could  be  assigned.  One  Male  Attend¬ 
ant  had  Diphtheria  and  made  a  good  recovery.  He  un¬ 
doubtedly  got  infected  outside.  There  was  one  case  of 
Erysipelas.  Three  male  patients  suffered  from  Colitis.  One 
Eaundry  Maid  developed  signs  of  Phthisis.  Your  Committee 
sent  her  to  a  Sanatorium  and  the  reports  of  her  condition  are 
satisfactory.  With  these  exceptions  the  health  of  the  patients 
and  staff  has  been  good. 
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Staff. — Dr.  Kerr  Simpson  resigned  the  post  of  3rd 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  to  enter  the  Colonial  Service.  Dr. 
F.  J.  Wisely  has  been  appointed  in  his  place. 

The  changes  among  the  Junior  Staff  have  been  numerous, 
especially  on  the  female  side.  Many  Charge  Nurses  left  to 
be  married.  W.  Tomkinson,  Farm  Labourer,  owing  to  ill- 
health  was- pensioned. 

To  Dr.  Fenton,  the  Deputy  Superintendent,  and  my 
other  Medical  Colleagues  I  am  indebted  for  their  interest  in 
all  that  pertains  to  the  welfare  of  the  patients  and  the  good 
of  the  Asylum.  The  other  Officers  continue  to  work  loyally 
and  strive  in  all  things  to  assist  in  the  efficient  working  of  the 
Institution.

Commissioners  in  Lunacy. — Dr.  C.  H.  Bond  and  S.  J. 
Fraser  Macleod,  Esq.,  two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 
visited  the  Asylum  on  June  15th,  1912.  Their  Report  will 
be  found  in  Schedule  III. 

General  Matters. — The  charge  per  patient  per  week 
was  8s.  9d.  up  to  June  30th,  1912,  from  that  date  it  has  been 
8s.  2d. 

The  average  cost  per  head  per  week  for  the  year  ending 
March  31st,  1913,  was  8s.  lOd. 
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The  average  cost  per  head  per  week,  including  interest 
on  loans,  repayment  of  capital,  pensions  and  expenditure 
for  general  repairs  was  10s.  2d. 

The  Ironing  Machine  mentioned  in  the  last  Report  has 
been  erected  and  is  in  good  working  order. 

Your  Committee  have  decided  to  erect  a  Verandah,  for 
the  treatment  of  Phthisis,  outside  the  Female  Infirmary  Ward 
on  the  female  side  at  the  Annexe.  The  plans  are  awaiting 
the  sanction  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  and  the  Home 
Secretary. 

At  the  request  of  the  Staff  your  Committee  applied  for 
and  obtained  a  Certificate  of  Exception  from  Parts  Land  II. 
of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act. 

The  following  Boards  of  Guardians  visited  the  Asylum 
during  the  year  : — Birmingham,  Bromsgrove,  Cleobury  Mort¬ 
imer,  Droitwich,  Dudley,  Kidderminster,  Pershore,  Stour¬ 
bridge,  Tewkesbury,  Upton-on-Severn,  Worcester.  Their 
reports  all  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  treatment  of  their 
patients. 

The  Farm  shows  a  profit  of  £858  11s.  4d.  on  the  year’s 
working. 

I  cannot  close  my  Report  without  referring  to  the  re¬ 
signation  of  Mr.  John  Brinton,  the  late  Chairman.  For  37 
years  he  has  been  associated  with  this  Committee  ;  during 
the  last  16  years  he  has  acted  as  Chairman.  He  took  a  keen 
and  practical  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  patients  and  the 
Institution.  I  am  indebted  to  him  for  many  acts  of  kindness 
which  helped  to  lighten  my  onerous  duties. 

I  beg  to  tender  to  your  Committee  my  best  thanks  for 
your  continued  confidence,  advice,  help  and  assistance  on  all 
occasions,  without  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work.

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Conditions  under  which  Private  Patients  are  admitted  into 

the  Asylum. 

I.  The  charge  for  Patients  coming  from,  or  having  a  settlement  in 
some  Union  in  the  County  or  City  of  Worcester,  is  15s.  a  week,  payable 
quarterly  in  advance. 

II.  The  charge  for  maintenance  covers  all  ordinary  expenses,  but 
in  cases  of  prolonged  bodily  disease  an  additional  weekly  charge  may  be 
made  to  cover  the  cost  of  special  medicines  and  stimulants. 

III.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  discharge  of  any  Private  Patient 
before  the  maintenance  moneys,  paid  in  advance,  have  been  exhausted 
by  effluxion  of  time,  the  balance  will  be  refunded  to  the  person  who  made 
the  last  payment  in  respect  of  such  Patient. 

IV.  The  Patients  may  wear  their  own  clothes,  but  will  have  the 
same  accommodation  in  all  respects  as  the  other  Patients. 

V.  Application  for  the  admission  of  a  Patient  on  the  private  class 
must  be  made  in  the  first  instance  to  the  Medical  Officer  at  the  Asylum, 
who  will  supply  all  the  various  blank  forms  for  the  order  and  medical 
certificates. 

VI.  The  excess  charge  made  for  Private  Patients  beyond  the 
ordinary  pauper  weekly  rate  of  maintenance  is  carried  to  the  credit  of 
the  Repairs  Account.
